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British Navy Strike 


Effect on U. S. Seen | 


AVAL OFFICIALS of this country, 

viewing the strike of enlisted men 
of the British Navy against economy 
pay cuts, coming as it does, close on 
the heels of the mutiny of the Chilean 
Navy, are pointing with pardonable 
pride to the excellent state of disci- 
pline and morale existing in our naval 
service, which at the present time has 
reached a plane, unprecedented, it is 
believed, anywhere before. 


The system of selective necruiting | 


which has been in effect in our Navy 
and the consequental high type of men 
obtained, has resulted in fewer and 
fewer cases of disciplinary action be- 
ing recorded, figures reveal, bringing 
about a noticeable improvement in the 
morale of the service. During the past 
year less than one-twentieth of one 
per cent of men in their first year of 
service had to be discharged for cause, 
and in the older men the loss is in- 
finitesimally small. 

This fact and the additional one that 
fewer men deserted during the year 
than in any year in the history of the 
Navy, and it is believed, any navy, 
proves beyond a doubt that the one out 
of 14 applicants who is accepted for 
enlistment by the Navy likes his job 
and feels proud of being part of “our 
first line of defense.” 

On the other hand much concern has 
been expressed in this country over 
the effect the mutiny may have upon 
the strength of our fleet. It is be- 
lieved that from the way the matter 
has been handled, an adjustment will 
be made, which will remove any dan- 
ger of disorder. However, if conces- 
sions are made to the sailors and the 
Navy does not take its share of the 
general cut, it is expected that the 
British Government will press for a 
reduction in naval armaments to ef- 
fect economies they must make. 

If the move for reduction of naval 
armaments would take the form of a 
scaling down of the limits set by the 
London Treaty, we probably would 
emerge from the negotiations still fur- 
ther behind Great Britain. judging from 
past experience, but the likelier move 
that Great Britain would make would 
be to press for a naval building holi- 
day. Such a course, though almost 
suicidal to our chances of achieving 
parity with Britain, is looked upon 
with favor by our Government and 
would have an excellent chance of 
adoption if advocated by England. 

The United States is officially said 
to favor a holiday, due no doubt to the 
money which might be saved and to 
the magic which the word “disarma- 

-4ment” seems to have in certain circles 
in this country, even if disarming 
means weakening our security more 
than that of the rest of the world. As 
the construction under the London 
Treaty is mainly replacements of 
overage vessels for Great Britain and 
Japan, while for us it is new con- 
struction allowed so that we may catch 
up to the ratios established by treaty 
for the powers, it may be seen what 
a building holiday would do. It should 
be obvious that overage vessels can 
lick paper vessels, but some pesple, it 
seems, can not understand it. 

The mutiny or “unrest,” as it is de- 
scribed by British spokesman, will 
probably be settled the way the Eng- 
lish settle all crises, cool-headedly, and 
without fuss, leaving everyone appar- 
ently satisfied. Concessions to the sea- 
men, however, cannot help but arouse 
discontent in the Army and among 
British labor, and the morale of the 
Service and the country will suffer de- 
Spite the settlement. 

According to disvatches reaching 
here, the trouble started Sept. 14, when 


orders were gtven for the Atlantic 
Fleet to put out from Ivergordon, 
Scotland, for maneuvers.

Air Corps Bombers Set New 
High Mark at Langley Tests 


TOTAL of 25 teams from the va- 

rious Air Corps organizations sta- 
tioned within the continental limits of 
the United States and from the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone have just completed 
the annual test in firing machine guns 
and dropping bombs at Langley Field, 

a 


To the bombing team of Lt. Robert 
T. Cronau (pilot) and Lt. Merrill D. 
Burnside (observer), AC, belongs a 
new record in bombing competition. 
Dropping bombs from altitudes of 5,- 
000 and 8,000 feet, this team secured 
1,894 points out of possible score of 
2,000 in the aerial gunery and bombing 
matches. These matches have been 
held at Langley Field since 1925, and 
the score credited to Lieutenants Cro- 
nau and Burnside is the highest ever 
made in the bombardment match. 

Lt. David D. Graves, of the 95th 
Pursuit Squadron, Rockwell Field, 
Calif., was the winner of the pursuit 
match. Firing fixed guns at both 
ground and tow targets and dropping 
bombs from iow altitudes, he scored 
755% points out of a maximum score 
of 1,550. 

In the competition for observation 
and attack pilots, constituting the fir- 
ing of fixed guns at both ground and

Navy Plans Training 


For Merchant Marine | 


REALIZING the importance of the 
merchant marine in the scheme 
of national defense, the Navy Depart- 
ment is taking steps toward building 
up that force as an adequate reserve. 

Proposed reduction in the size of 
capital ships and general limitation of 
fighting vessels has raised the mer- 
chant marine vessel in the eyes of 
the world. In the last analysis the 
nation with the best trained and larg- 
est reserve will wia a conflict between 
countries whose navies are otherwise 


| equal. 


Since the World War our merchant 
marine has grown in size, until at 
the present time we can say that we 
are a first class shipping power. Com- 
missioner Sandberg of the U. S. Ship- 
ping Board, in an address this week, 
states that “as a shipping power, we 
have already arrived,” and “that our 
merchant marine compares favorably 
with any in the world.” 

In order to take advantage of this 
growth, the Navy Department desires 
to train this reserve force, so that it 
would be of immediate use in time of 
war. They intend to train selected 
merchant marine officers in the du- 
ties of naval officers. 

Six years ago, it was provided by 
law, that officers of the merchant ma- 
rine could be given commissions in 
the Naval Reserve and should be 
trained to perform the duties of offi- 
cers of the Navy in time of war. 
Nearly 3,000 masters and officers of- 
merchant marine vessels have been 
given commissions in the Naval Re- 
serve to date, but no training has ever 
been given them, no funds being ap- 
propriated for this purpose. The men 
have been simply enrolled and noth- 
ing more.

At 10:30 a. m. the battalion passed 
in final review. In connection with 
this ceremony the colors were trans- 
ferred to the post commander who re- 
ceived them on behalf of the War De- 
partment.

Camp Perry Matches 
Set All-Time Record 


HE Nation’s’ greatest . shooting 
match has ended. The National 
Matches conducted at Camp Perry, 
Ohio, Aug. 23 to Sept. 13, inclusive, 
under the direction of the War Depart- 
ment, were bigger and better than ever. 
A total of 19,726 competitors took part 
in the various matches—junior, small 
bore, .30 caliber rifle, .45 pistol, .38 
revolver, antiaircraft and other events. 
The average daity population of the 
camp was 5,500, which is a gain of 200 
average daily population over that of 
1930. There were 3,384 competitors 
registered, which 384 greater than the 
registry of 1930. Since 1929, the camp 


has. shown an increase in national 
popularity. The camp _ population, 


which includes men, women ‘and chil- 
dren, competitors and non-competitors, 
gained 30 per cent in 1929 over the 
previous year; gained 7 per cent in 
1930 over 1929, and gained 5 per cent 
this year over 1930. 

New highs for the number of entries 
in the individual rifle matches were 
made this year when 1,728 fired in the 
National Individual Rifle competition. 
A new high was also reached in the 
National Team Match this year, when 
113 teams entered; the previous high 
was 110 teams.

Mechanized Unit Moves to 


Camp Knox After Dec. 1 


"TRANSFER of the Mechanized 
Force from Ft. Eustis, Va., 
to Camp Knox, Ky. has been or- 
dered by the War Department. 
Orders have been sent to the 
Commanding General, 5th Corps 
Area to prepare Camp Knox for 
| occupancy of the Mechanized 
| Force, which under plans of the 
Department will replace one of 
the existing Cavalry regiments 
and will become the Army’s first 
mechanized Cavalry regiment. 
The transfer will take place 
sometime after Dec. 1, 1931, it 
is stated. 
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DOPTION of a naval building program along the lines of the one advanced 
by the Navy League of the United States is favored by public opinion, edi- 
torial comment upon their proposal would show. Among those favoring the 
League’s program are many of the leading and most influential newspapers in 
the country, while with the exception of the two or three regular national anti- 
Navy papers, the bulk of the opposition comes from small publications. Numer- 
ically the editorials favorable to the program are about equal to those against 
it, but the total circulation of the former is about five times that of the latter, it 


is found. 


“THE Navy League has rendered an admirable service by showing, in a clear 

and reasonably understandable tabulation, precisely what the achievement 
of a ‘treaty navy’ implies, not in terms of such confusing elements as tons and 
guns, but in terms of dollars’ and cents’ worth of new construction which may 
be undertaken during the five and one-half fiscal years through which the Treaty 
of London still has to run,” comments the New York Herald-Tribune (Independ- 
ent Republican). 

“Such figures represent the real price of a treaty navy, and it is useless to 
talk of lesser ones if this nation intends to live up to its determination to build 
and maintain the navy allowed it under the Washington and London instru- 


ments.” 


* A MAJOR reason for the serious budget shortages in the United States, Great 

Britain and other countries is the extravagance and waste of huge arma- 
ments,” declares the Buffalo Times (Democratic). 

“Our own country is as much, or more, to blame than others. Nature has 
given us great natural security in our ocean barriers, and our economic superi- 
ority gives additional natural security. So we have even less excuse than others 
to put our trust in heavy armaments. Yet we insist on maintaining the most ex- 
pensive military-naval establishment of all. * * * 

“Besides helping to meet the deficit, American arms reduction might save the 
February disarmament conference, which cannot collapse without endangering 
world peace.” 


“THE naval situation especially challenges the inconsistency and impolicy of 

retrenchment,” states the Chicago Tribune (Independent). “The present 
government has explicity declared the policy parity with Great Britain, and after 
the London treaty took credit for having procured its formal acceptance in prin- 
ciple. But this is a fallacious and mischievous assumption if it is not supported 
by a program and course of action which will realize parity. Yet the facts, as 
analyzed by Navy League specialists, are that at the close of 1930 our fleet was 
13 per cent below treaty strength, and it is estimated will be 20 per cent below 
by the end of 1931, in spite of current building and because of the obsolescence 
of ships under treaty definition. By the time the treaty expires, the end of 1936, 
the fleet will be nearly 50 per cent, the League estimates, below the effective 
tonnage fixed by treaty stipulations-—unless a compensating replacement and up- 
building program is promptly started and consistently carried out. 

“To resort to further reductions in the face of these conditions could be 
accounted for only on the assumption that the Administration’s devotion to parity 
with Great Britain is a sham. If the President and Congress are not bent upon 
adopting a policy not of-naval parity but of permanent naval inferiority, they 
will proceed without further postponement to realize our much advertised treaty, 
and not only check ovr rapid loss of relative naval strength, but build it up in 
accordance with the policy which they both have theoretically approved and 
which, apart from pacifists and apologetic Americans, the nation demands shall 
be realized.” 


E man on the street doesn’t want armies and navies any more,” is the cone 
tribution of the Holyoke, Mass., Transcript Telegram (Independent) “Per- 
haps he thinks they are going to be of little use when they can build airplanes 
that run along anywhere between 250 and 300 miles an hour as the little plane 
has been doing almost over our heads these few days past. 

“We are going to want so many things this coming year that as far as the 
people themselves are concerned, they are certain to veer towards the argument 
of Chairman Wood that we should have no use for an augmented navy if we got 
one. Why build something utterly unnecessary when there is so much can be 
done with the money?” 


“THE Navy League is urging adoption of a minimum construction program,” 

the Minneapolis Journal (Independent Republican). “The League has no il- 
lusions about the proximity of the millennium, no notion that the nations are 
going to abolish armament out of hand at Geneva next February. Aware that 
this country is about 20 per cent short of treaty strength and has been neglecting 
its naval construction for a decade, the League proposes annual construction ex- 
penditures of $125,000,000 for six years. Even then, on present standards, the 
Navy would be below other navies in strength.” 


“TM'HE fundamental issue arising in connection with the naval building program 

proposed by the Navy League is not whether we are to have a navy approxi- 
mating treaty tonnages, but whether we are to have a new navy approximating 
such proportions,” avers the Baltimore Sun (Independent Democratic). “The 
Navy League program calls for the construction of very few additional vessels, 
What it seeks is the replacement of existing battleships and existing destroyers 
with new vessels of the same general type, but embodying all the recent gadgets 
in the elaboration of which the Navy’s technicians have become adept. * * * 


“THE Navy League’s moderate program for building a ‘treaty navy’ is about 

the most logical method of meeting the situation yet advanced,” is the com- 
ment of the Norfolk Ledger Dispatch (Independent Democratic). “It does not 
propose construction on the scale urged by Secretary of the Navy Adams, and 
differs from the service idea as to preference in building and replacement, es- 
pecially as to destroyers and the smail-gun cruisers, and in material respects 
takes a leaf from the maneuvers of British and other foreign statesmen who 
have outgeneraled the Americans at every naval conference except at Geneva, 
There Admiral Hilary Jones exposed the fallacy of the British position, thus end- 
ing what was drifting toward another farcical limitations pact dictated by the 
interests of Britain without regard to the needs and responsibilities of the United 
States. It may be recalled that when the Washington Conference was called 
ten years ago the British had blueprints of many warships made up, while the 
United States was actually building the world’s greatest fleet. Under the treaty 
we destroyed hundreds of millions of dollars worth of vessels, while the British 
merely tore up their blueprints. Now the Navy League proposes that by 1935 
we shall have six or seven ships with ‘keels laid and building,’ but upon which 
less than a million dollars shal] have been spent by the time the next arms con,- 
ference meets.” 


“INSTEAD of dallying with the contrasting notions of the smallest possible 
navy and the largest possible navy, sctates the San diego Union (Republican) 
“the League proposes that the nation go ahead and vui!d a large navy—that it 
curtail debate, that is, in favor of actual construction. * * * 
“The Navy League merely proposes to abandon large and vaporous discus- 
sion in favor of practical and exceedingly impressive construction.”

(Continued from First Page) 
dered to weigh anchor, the directions 
were ignored, it is said, and while mak- 
ing no attempt at violence, warned of- 
ficers that if they attempted to pull 
up the anchors, they would lower them 
again. According to some reports, the 
“men sat astride the anchor chains, 
refusing to obey orders, but proving 
that they were not disloyal by singing 
‘God Save the King’ and giving three 
cheers for King George.” 

Officers made no attempt to coarce 
the men, and the scheduled exercises 
were suspended and the next day upon 
the promise of commanding officers 
that the Admiralty would investigate 
the complained injustices, the vessels 
set sail for their home ports. fd 

The following bulletin was issued by 
the British Admiralty after receiving 
word of the strike: 

“The senior officer of the Atlantic 
fleet has reported that the promulga- 
tion of reduced rates of naval pay has 
led to unrest among a proportion of 
the lower ratings. 

“In consequence of this he deemed 
it desirable to suspend the program of 
exercises of the fleet and to recall the 
ships to harbor while investigations 
were being made into representations 
of hardship occasioned by certain cuts 
in pay in order that these may be re- 
ported for consideration to the Board 
of Admiralty.” 

The following day Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
made the following statement in Par- 
liament: 

“The Board of the Admiralty has 
under earnest consideration represen- 
tations received from the officer com- 
manding the Atlantic fleet as to hard- 
ships involved in certain classes of 
cases by reductions ordered by his Ma- 
jesty’s Government in the naval rates 
of pay. 

“Their lordships have directed the 
ships of the Atlantic fleet to proceed 
to their home ports forthwith. Per- 
sonal investigation will then be made 
by the Cdmmander-in-Chief and rep- 
resentatives of the Admiralty into 





those classes of cases in which it is 
alleged the reductions press excep- 
tionally on those concerned. 

“His Majesty’s Government have au- 
thorized the Board of Admiralty to 
make proposals for alleviating hard- 
ships in these classes as soon as the 
facts have been ascertained by the con- 
templated investigation.” 

‘Considerable discussion was aroused 
in Parliamentary circles over the merit 
of the sailors’ protest. The chief cause 
for their grief seems to be that those 
in the lower ratings had their pay cut 
about 25 per cent, while in the upper 
ranks the cut was considerably less, 
and also because the cut in the dole, 
about which there has been so much 
disagreement, was at a greatly lower 
rate. 

As a result of this discussion the 
Admiralty issued a statement showing 
what has happened to other groups. 
The statement with amounts given in 
dollars instead of British currency, 
follows: 

“In view of the many statements 
that have appeared to the effect that 
the reductions in naval pay decided 
upon by the government were out of 
proportion to the sacrifices of other 
classes of state servants or the com- 
munity in general, and that the cut 
amounts in the case of able seamen 
to as much as 25 per cent, it is desir- 
able to explain what the situation ac- 
tually is. 

“The sailors’ total emoluments are 
made up of a number of different in- 
gredients, of which the basic or sub- 
stantive pay is only one. The other 
ingredients are unsubstantive or pro- 
ficiency pay and duty allowances badge 
pay, standard ration and messing al- 
lowance, kit upkeep allowance, and, 
if he is married and above the age of 
25, a marriage allowance. The reduc- 
tion promulgated affects the substan- 
tive pay only. 

“No other emolument suffers a 
change Oct. 1 except the value of the 
standard ration (which varies with the 
actual cost of foodstuffs) which will, 
owing to the fall in prices during the 





ast year, be reduced from $2.18 week- 
y to $1.96. 

“It follows that if the whole of a 
sailor’s emoluments be taken into con- 
sideration, as is only fair, the percent- 
age of cut will be seen to be very 
much less than if all his emoluments 
other than substantive pay are left out 
of account as in the misleading state- 
ments already referred to. The ac- 
tual situation can best be seen by com- 
paring the emoluments of typical na- 
val ratings affected by the recent or- 
der as they are today and as they 
would be from Oct. 1. 

“An able seaman with over six years’ 
man’s service, having non-substantive 
pay as a gunlayer second ciass, and 
a seaman gunner possessing one good 
conduct badge, if married and with 
two children under 14 years of age, 
today receives emoluments and pay of 
$16.09 weekly. After Oct. 1, taking 
into account both the cut in substan- 
tive pay and the reduction in messing 
allowance, he will receive $14.41. The 
percentage of reduction is 10.5. 

“The emoluments of the same man 
if unmarried would today be $12.34. 
After Oct. 1 they would be $10.66. The 
percentage of reduction in the case of 
a@ young unmarried man is 13.66. 
Similarly a petty officer with less than 
three years’ service, having non-sub- 
stantive pay as a leading torpedoman 
and possessing two good conduct 
badges, if married and with two chil- 
dren under 14 years of age, today 
would receive total emoluments to a 
value of $20.66 weekly and as from 
Oct. 1 the value of $18.68, a percent- 
age of reduction of 9.5. 

“The corresponding figures in the 
case of the average chief petty officer 
with a wife and two children under 14 
would be: Total emoluments today, 
$25.47 weekly; as from Oct. 1, $23.50, 
a percentage of reduction of 7.7. 

“It should be pointed out in this 
connection, first, that similar cuts are 
to take effect both in the army and 
royal air force from the same date, 
Oct. 1. Secondly, that the reduced 
scales of pay thus brought into effect

for the whole fighting services are the 
same scales which already apply to all 
men who entered any of these three 
services since Oct., 1925, and which 
therefore are actually being paid to 25 
per cent of the men of the navy and 
to even a larger proportion of the 
army and royal air force. 

“It, however, is realized that among 
the men to whom the cut applies there 
may be a certain number who married 
before reaching the age on which the 
marriage allowance is payable and 
therefore are maintaining a wife and 
home on the emoluments of an unmar- 
ried sailor. These men undoubtedly 
would be seriously affected if the cuts 
in pay were applied without special 
consideration being given to the obli- 
gation they have undertaken, and it is 
in this direction particularly that 
further investigation will proceed as 
early as possible.” 

A comparison of the rate of pay in 
the British Navy with that in the 
American Navy reveals that the 
American bluejacket is considerably 
better paid than his British cousin. 
The scales of base pay, on a monthly 
basis, compare as follows:

Major Royce Honored 


MoM“: RALPH ROYCE, AC, was pre- 
sented with the Mackay Trophy 
in the office of Assistant Secretary of 
War for Air F. Trubee Davison, at 10 
a. m., Sept. 17. The award of the 
trophy was evidenced by the presenta- 
tion of the Mackay Medal to Major 
Royce. 

Major Royce was awarded this tro- 
phy as leader of the First Pursuit 
Group in a mid-winter aerial jaunt 
through the frigid Northwest, which 
has been considered the most outstand- 
ing and meritorious flight achievement 
by the Air Corps during the year 1930. 

This flight of the First Pursuit 
Group, from Selfridge Field, Mich., to 
Spokane and return in Jan., 1930, 
was made during a period of extreme 
cold, marked frequently by snowstorms 
and other bad flying conditions. Oper- 
ating under such handicaps, the work 
of the group was most meritorious, in 
that it resulted in extremely valuable 
information being gathered concern- 
ing the behavior of airplanes and per- 
sonnel and the utility of other equip- 
ment while operating under severe 
Winter conditions, away from the con- 
veniences of their home stations for a 
protracted period. The Board of Air 
Corps officers, convened annually to 
recommend such commissioned person- 
nel of the Air Corps as, in their opin- 
ion, were eligible to receive this rec- 
ognition, was of the opinion that the 
leadership of the flight commander, 
Major Royce, served as an inspiration 
to Air Corps personnel who might in 
the future be called upon to fly under 
adverse conditions such as were en- 
countered by the members of this so- 
called “Arctic Patrol Flight.” 

The Mackay Trophy is competed for 
annually by officers of the United 
States Army under rules made each 
year by the War Department. In the 
absence of such contest, the trophy may 
be awarded to the officer or officers 
who have made the most meritorious 
flight of the year. The trophy is now 
of 18 years’ standing, being presented 
by Mr. Clarence H. Mackay in 1912 to 
the Aero Club of America. At the 
present time the National Aeronautic 
Association, successor to the Aero 
Club of America, acts as custodian of 
the trophy for the War Department. 
The first award of the trophy, made 
in 1912, went to Lt. (now Lt. Col.) 
Henry H. Arnold, AC. It was last 
awarded to Capt. Albert W. Stevens, 
AC, for his outstanding accomplish- 
ments in aerial photography both as 
to altitude and long range.

Washington. 
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General MacArthur Honored 
Paris.—The Grand Cross of the Le- 
gion of Honor was presented to Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff 
of the United States Army, Sept. 16, 
by Andre Maginot, French Minister of 
War. The award was made at Rheims 
following a review of the 50,000 French 
troops who had taken part in the ma- 
neuvers which were just concluded. 

General MacArthur previously had 
been a commander of the Legion of 
Honor, his new decoration elevating 
him to the highest rank but one at- 
tainable in the Legion. 

The American general arrived at 
Cherbourg Sept. 11, a day after the 
maneuvers had started, but was taken 
by motor directly to Rheims, where he 
was received by General Weygand, 
chief of staff of the French Army. Gen- 
eral Weygand, who was General Mac- 
Arthur’s host during the maneuvers, 
introduced him to the Supreme War 
Council at his headquarters in Rethel. 

The maneuvers, conducted in the 
Aisne Valley, were between a Red 
Army, under General La Capelle, large 
in numbers, but badly concentrated, 
and a Blue Army, under General Mai- 
tre, numerically smaller but more 
modernly equipped and better concen- 
trated. 

Traffic over the maneuver area was 
completely halted and martial law held 
in force in Rheims, while secret police 
were on guard to prevent unauthorized 
witnesses from coming too close. 

The press reported the Red Army 
as gaining the advantage. The Red 
Army first was reported to have struck 
quickly without attempting a concen- 
tration, and through this surprise move 
to have forced the Blues back. Later, 
through the liberal use of purely com- 
mercial and non-military airplanes, the 
Reds are reported to have placed their 
machine gunners and riflemen in posi- 
tions that won victory for them. 

On Sept. 13, while the maneuvers 
were suspended, General MacArthur, 
accompanied by his aide-de-camp, Capt. 
Thomas J. Davis, visited the scenes 
of the battles of the 42nd Division, with 
which he served during the World War.

4. The boards will consider requests 
of applicants for Naval Construction 
and Civil Engineering from graduates 
of the Naval Academy who will have 
had at least two years of commissioned 
service on July 1, 1932. For the Gen- 
eral Line course and the Law course, 
only those officers who are normally 
eligible for shore duty are eligible for 
selection. In the other courses, only 
those applicants who will have com- 
pleted six or more years of commis- 
sioned service on July 1, 1932, will be 
considered. 

5. Special qualifications, as described 
below, are required of applicants for 
post graduate instruction in the fol- 
lowing subjects:

7. The Boards will consider only ap- 
plications submitted through official 
channels, appended indorsements, and 
the officers’ records. Special letters, 
except from Commanding Officers or 
Heads of Departments of vessels (sta- 
tions) on which the candidates have 
served, will not be considered. 

8. In order to make certain that the 
Boards will have before them all ap- 
plications, the Bureau directs that any 
applicant who may have indicated his 
preference for post graduate instruc- 
tion on his reports of fitness or by 
letter, renew his request, inviting at- 
tention to such previous requests as he 
may have submitted.

Banned Area for Tests

Ethan Allen, Vt., received 
the form letter from the American 
Olympic Committee requesting the 
Army’s support of the 1932 games. It 
was suggested that a donation of 25 
cents from each member and 10 cents 
from each enlisted man would be of 
great help and not hard to collect. 

Aug. 24 Colonel Barnes sent the fol- 
lowing letter to Mr. George W. Graves, 
chairman Olympic Committee: 

“In answer to your letter of Aug. 21, 
1931, I take pleasure in informing you 
that the officers and soldiers of my 
command are more than glad to sup- 
port the American Olympic Games 
Team, and I am therefore enclosing 
a check for $123.60, representing a do- 
nation of 25 cents from each of the 56 
officers at this post and 10 cents from 
each of the 1096 enlisted men.” 

Aug. 28 the following letter was sent 
by Mr. Graves to Col. Joseph F. 
Barnes: 

“The unanimous support of the offi- 
cers and men of Ft. Ethan Allen as 
expressed in their contribution of 
$123.60 to the support of the Ameri- 
can Olympic Team is a source of great 
gratification to the American Olympic 
Committee. 

“We are specially pleased at your 
support because of the fact that your 
contribution was the first to reach us 
from the Army. We like your loyal 
response as a good omen of the whole- 
hearted support which we will receive 
from all the divisions of the U. S. 
Army. 

“The American Olympic Committee 
appreciates the whole-hearted support 
of the officers and men of Ft.

ANNOUNCEMENT was made at the 
Navy Department, Sept. 11, that 
the resignation of Midsn.

Thomas C. Hart, USN, superintendent 
of the U. S. Naval Academy, directing 
Admiral Hart to notify Rooney he 
should submit his resignation, other- 
wise he would be dismissed from the 
Naval service. 

“Midshipman Rooney submitted his 
resignation, which was accepted today 
by Secretary Adams, effective imme- 
diately. Midshipman Rooney’s home 
address is Haddam, Kans.”

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Treaty Navies 


UST how far the United States has 

fallen behind the other naval pow- 

ers of the world in building up to 

London Treaty limits was revealed by 

figures released by the Navy Depart- 
ment this week. 

In compliance with many requests 
made to the Department, tables giv- 
ing the amount of construction neces- 
sary for the five participants of the 
Treaty to reach the allowed strength 
by 1937, and the building programs 
thus far provided by them, were draft- 
ed. The tables appear on page 61 of 
this issue. 

A total of 323,300 tons must be laid 
down and completed by the United 
States by the end of the treaty, and 
309,490 tons laid down and comple‘ed 
by Great Britain by that time for the 
nations to achieve the parity provided 
by that pact, it is shown. For the first 
two years under the treaty, this year 
and last, Great Britain has approved 
a program calling for the construc- 
tion of 68,250 tons, while we have only 
provided for 16,500 tons. 

Japan, needing only 93,100 tons to 
reach her treaty quota, has adopted a 
building program consisting of four 
8,500-ton light cruisers, twelve 1,400- 
ton destroyers, nine submarines, one 
mine layer, three small mine layers, 
five minesweepers, 12 new air squad- 
rons, and four torpedo boats. This 
program has not been officially an- 
nounced but was so reported by the 
Japanese newspapers in December, 
1930. Approval has been given to the 
program, it is understood, although the 
torpedo boats are considered uncertain. 

France and Italy, limited by the 
treaty only in aircraft carriers, have 
adopted building programs which are 
in excess of our own and Great Brit- 
ain. France’s first year program to- 
taled 36,226 tons and this year’s pro- 
gram consists of 36,600 tons already, 
with additions expected before being 
voted on. Italy’s first year program 
was for 43,200 tons, while the current 
year’s program is not yet announced. 

Several newspapers saw deep sig- 
nificance in the fact that none of the 
powers have thus far provided for 
building at a rate which would bring 
them to treaty limits in 1937, and used 
this for an argument against going 
ahead with new construction. How- 
ever, although none of the powers have 
built the total tonnage allowed for the 
first two years, the drawing of con- 
clusions is unwarranted unless all of 
the factors are considered. An er- 
roneous conclusion was arrived at by 
several papers by comparing the 
amonut of tonnage permitted by the 
Treaty for this year and last, with the 
amount of this utilized. It was pointed 
out that while the United States is per- 
mitted 116,740 tons for the first two 
years of the treaty and has not utilized 
100,240 tons of this, Great Britain has 
not utilized 57,156 of the 125,406 tons 
permitted her for the two years, and 
France and Italy have not utilized the 
30,000 tons allowed to each. 

While France and Italy have not 
utilized the tonnage allowed them by 
the London Treaty, this is because the 
treaty only limits them in aircraft car- 
riers and they have gone ahead strong- 
ly with the construction of other types 
of vessels. 

Great Britain’s unutilized 57,000 
tons consists mainly of aircraft carrier 
tonnage. During the first two years 
of the treaty, Great Britain, permitted 
45,000 tons in this category, has used 
none of it, and for a very good reason. 
At the London Conference, the British 
delegates succeeded in having 70,000 
tons of their aircraft carriers classi- 
fied as “experimental” and as such re- 
placeable. These vessels would have to 
be scrapped, if new carriers were built, 
however, and as they are considred 
very serviceable ships, the British Ad- 
miralty could hardly have given much 
thought to their replacement. 

Classed as “experimental” is the 
HMS Furious, a 22,450-ton, converted 
battle cruiser, fast and carrying heavy 
armament, and costing about $30,- 
000,000. Also in this classifica- 
tion are the following: The HMS Ar- 
gus, a 14,450 converted liner, com- 
pleted in 1918, which, however, was 
refitted at considerable cost in 1925; 
the HMS Hermes 10,850-ton carrier, 
completed in 1923; and the HMS 
Eagle, 24-knot, 22,600-ton carrier, laid 
down as a battleship.

Navy Pilots Killed 


NE officer and three enlisted men of 

the Navy were killed, Sept. 16, 
when the plane they were in, a trans- 
port amphibian carrying relief supplies 
for Belize, British Honduras, crashed 
about three miles northwest of David, 
Republic of Panama, while attempting 
a forced landing. 

Lt. (jg) Creighton K. Langford, 
USN, pilot of the plane, died as a re- 
sult of burns suffered. Chief Aviation 
Pilot Isaac L. Jenkins USN, and Avia- 
tion Machinist’s Mate, 3cl, Arthur O. 
Miller, USN, were burned to death im- 
mediately. Radioman, 3cl, Roy J. Mil- 
ler, USN, fourth member of the crew, 
died later at a hospital in David. 

A dispatch concerning the crash was 
sent the Department by Comdr. A. D. 
Bernhard, USN, commanding the Fleet 
Air Base, Coco Solo, C. Z. The dis- 
patch stated a forced landing, cause 
unknown, was attempted from about 
300 feet, and the plane, landing, was 
completely destroyed by fire.

Contract for Destroyers 


ONTRACTS for the construction of 
10 destroyers are to be let by the 
Navy Department within a few days. 
The bids of seven private shipyards 
and estimates of five navy yards for 
the work were opened Sept. 16 in the 
Department and are being analyzed 
preparatory to award. 

The 10 destroyers, together with 
another already under way, were ap- 
propriated for last Congress, under au- 
thorization granted in 1916. They 
comprise the only construction pro- 
vided for under the Londen Naval 
Treaty so far. While Great Britain 
adopted a building program for the 
first two years of the Treaty totaling 
68,250 tons, consisting of six 6-inch 
gun cruisers, 18 destroyers and six 
submarines, the United States for the 
two-year period has provided for the 
16,500 tons of destroyers only. France’s 
and Italy’s programs for the first year 
were even greater than Great Britain’s 
and their plans for the year 1931-32, 
not yet published in full, are expected 
to run even higher. 

With the appropriation of $10,000,- 
000 made by the last Congress, plans 
were drawn for the construction of 11 
destroyers. Construction of one de- 
stroyer was awarded to the New York 
Navy Yard in June, in order to main- 
tain the normal work load. For the 
remaining 10, bids were asked from 
private contractors on one or two 
ships, and estimates asked for one ship 
from navy yards at Boston, Charles- 
ton, Mare Island and Puget Sound. 
Other navy yards were considered as 
having sufficient work for a two years’ 
period and were not invited by the De- 
partment to bid. 

The limit of cost of each destroyer 
was set at $4,700,000, including armor 
and armament. The bids opened this 
week were for hull and machinery. The 
low bid submitted by a private com- 
pany was $2,626,000 for one destroyer 
and $2,380,000 each for two, put in by 
the Bath Iron Works Corporation. The 
United Dry Docks bid $2,645,000 for one 
destroyer to be completed in 20 
months, and two at $2,500,000 each in 
20 and 22 months. Construction time 
specified in Bath Company’s bid was 
30 months for one and 30 and 33 
months each for the two. 

Other companies submitting bids 
were the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Co., 
the Maryland Dry Dock Co., the New- 
port News Shipbuilding Co., the New 
York Shipbuilding Co., and the Pusey 
& Jones Corporation. Alternate bids, 
modifying somewhat the Department’s 
design, were submitted by four com- 
panies. The estimates of navy yards, 
because of their different system from 
private yards in computing costs, were 
not made public. 

The destroyers to be constructed are 
of a 1,500-ton, 35-knot type. Present 
American destroyers are of a 1,050- 
ton, 33-knot type, and were designed 
in 1916. The additional tonnage of the 
new-type destroyer will be given over 
to greater speed, cruising radius, and 
armament than is incorporated in the 
1916 type.

With the advent of Edgar J. (Rip) 
Miller as head coach at the Naval 
Academy, the Navy will play a differ- 
ent type of football than in the past. 
Coach Miller and two of his assistants, 
Christy Flannagan and Johnny 
O’Brien, learned their football at No- 
tre Dame, and they are instituting the 
wide open, all-or-nothing system 
Knute Rockne taught. 

What the result will be, even Miller 
will not predict, but hopes are high 
that the “take a chance” policy will 
give Navy its best team in years. 

“We may have a world beater or we 
may have a bust,” states Miller. “We 
are going to gamble. It will be a 
speedy, deceptive team if we .can 
make it so, and we will take more 
chances than the old Navy team. The 
offense will be stressed and rather 
than a lot of plays there will be a few 
highly perfected ones. We can run, 
kick or pass with any of them.” 

Of great help to Miller in the insti- 
tution of his system is the presence 
of an unusual amount of speed among 
the backfield candidates. If all goes 
well this Fall, Navy will be able to put 
at least three complete sets of backs 
on the field who will be wearing var- 
sity track suits the coming spring. 
More than 50 per cent of the backfield 
candidates have been or are track 
men. 

J. J. Waybright, a 170-pound full- 
back from Clarksburg, W. Va., is prob- 
ably the fastest man ever to wear a 
football suit at Annapolis. On either 
side of him could be placed “Larrupin’ ” 
Lou Kirn, who was an excellent low 
hurdler while preparing at Peddie 
School, but who now confines his ac- 
tivities on the track to throwing the 
javelin; and B. F. Walkup, a dash man 
from last year’s plebe track team.

E PAY CUT PROTEST made by the men of the British Fleet offers possi- 
bilities of international moment. We have no doubt an adjustment will be 
made following the Admiralty investigation, but the concession will affect serv- 
ice morale and establish a precedent which will concern the British army and 
labor in England. The British government has a way of surmounting crises and 
emerging with strength unimpaired, and this we anticipate with time will occur 
in the present instance. However, in order to maintain the parity of the pound 
sterling, expenses must be curtailed, and to achieve this result we may expect 
the London Government, whether headed by Premier MacDonald or some one 
else, to press with all its influence for an international disarmament agreement, 
which will leave the reduced British fleet still superior upon the seas. As we 
have repeatedly pointed out, adequate pay is essential for contentment and for 
efficiency, and confirmation of this principle is found in the astonishing rupture 
of discipline which has occurred on board practically every British warship and 
at many British naval stations. 





Ou COUNTRY NEED HAVE no concern of any like incident developing in 

the American Services. We are assured neither the President nor the leaders 
in Congress have any intention of moving to cut pay; as a matter of fact, a 
strong sentiment exists for an increase in ranks receiving inadequate compen- 
sation. Some little relief has occurred as a result of the reduction in the cost 
of living, but it is not sufficient to enable the men in uniform to meet their obli- 
gations. The report of the Interdepartmental Pay Board furnishes conclusive evi- 
dence in this respect. Unsatisfactory as pay conditions are, the morale and 
discipline of our armed forces are high, and they can be depended upon to do 
their duty with the patriotic purpose which always has inspired them. When 
Congress shall assemble in December the promotion situation in the Army and 
Marine Corps will be considered, and in connection therewith some testimony 
regarding pay will be taken. Perhaps the resultant legislation will tend to pro- 
vide the easier conditions which are desirable for an increase in service content- 
ment. 





HE WASHINGTON ADMINISTRATION feels that the situation of Great 

Britain will cause her to join in the proposal for a naval construction holiday, 
first presented by the Italian Grandi for the length of the disarmament confer- 
ence, then for five years suggested by Senator Borah, and now strongly endorsed 
by Secretary Stimson. Japan, of course, will adhere to the British attitude. 
France thus has been isolated, and probably will incline to concessions, especially 
if her relative security be maintained, and in the revision of international debts 
she suffers no loss. Recent developments naturally have encouraged the pacifists 
in our own country, and they are continuing their propaganda campaign for com- 
plete disarmament by the United States. Mass meetings, they claim, have been 
arranged for the last week in October, covering Navy Day, in 158 cities of 37 
States, and, as their star speaker, they have selected Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler. 
The cat has been let out of the bag in connection with disarmament by a spokes- 
man for the pacifists. His program is, first, disarmament, then debt concession, 
and, finally, tariff revision—these are the things which he argues as desirable 
for the return of world prosperity. They would be welcome to debtor govern- 
ments and international bankers. If this be not a program against American 
interests, we would like to find one. 





HE AMOUR PROPRE OF SOME British critics has caused them to foam at 
the mouth in writing of General Pershing’s “My Experiences in the World 
War.” What they utter are their opinions, inspired by proper pride in the 
superb achievements of the British armies and not a revelation of facts as care- 


fully and impartially presented by our great Commander. “There is credit for 
all of us in the final triumph of our united Armies,” the General wrote. “The 
struggle of the Allies was much longer, their sacrifice much greater than ours.” 
We commend these deliberate conclusions to the vituperative abroad. 





HE ARMY AND NAVY UNION met in Atlantic City last week. It proposed 

an appropriation by Congress which would permit additional enlistments in 
the Services, and thus reduce unemployment. It is a suggestion which has been 
repeated in the past and should be adopted. Not only would the number of the 
jobless be reduced, but the men accepted would be trained and disciplined, and 
national defense would be strengthened. In view of the benefits the proposal 
affords, we think Congress should give it careful consideration.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Next Congress May See Appropriations Increase.—In spite of the economy talk 
prevalent in Washington, there is faint hope among leaders in the Administra- 
tion and Congress of any substantial reductions. In fact, they are apprehensive 
of a total of appropriations which will be the greatest in the history of the 

















country. 
The last Congress went into history as the Ten Billion Dollar Congress. The 


appropriations made during the past session amounted to $5,180,107,522. In- 
cluded therein were hundreds of millions for emergency relief, including the ex- 
penses of the Farm Board, public works and soldiers’ bonus. No further appro- 
priations are contemplated for the Farm Board. The President will veto any ad- 
ditional soldier relief. He is fearful that a bill for this purpose would pass over 
his veto. It is for this reason that he is using all the prestige of his high office 
to prevent the American Legion, when it meets next week in annual convention, 
from going on record in favor of additional bonus legislation. Major General 
Harbord, addressing the Legion unémployment conference in Washington, used 
thereat his famous tin-cup epigram. Other distinguished leaders are stressing 
the situation of the country and the desirability of postponing action on this 


question. 
Nevertheless, Congress, on the eve of a Presidential election, may decide 


to adopt another bonus proposal. In addition, there will be provision for more 
public works, and for emergencies of this or that kind. If the appropriations 
should be held down to five billion dollars, the Administration will fee] that it 
is entitled to the order of merit. 

_ The Army and Navy Journal explained last week the steps contemplated to 
cut Army expenditures. Assurances are given that such cuts will not affect Army 
personnel and training. Congress is heartily in favor of aviation development, 
and it is likely that it will override the budget and provide planes additional to 
those required for replacement, and especially those to complete the fifth in- 
crement. The Administration is hopeful that the naval construction holiday pro- 
posed by the Italian Minister for Foreign Affairs, if not that advanced by Sen- 
ator Borah, will be accepted by all the Naval Powers. In this case, no funds for 
new construction will be proposed, and it is probable that Congress will acquiesce. 

Representative Beck, of Pennsylvania, has suggested suspension of payments 
into the sinking fund for the reduction of the public debt. During the last session 
this reduction amounted to $468,509,905. Substantial as would be the result of 
the adoption of the Beck idea, the Treasury and Congressional leaders feel it 
more important to maintain the credit of the Government. With business off 
and spending limited by unemployment, measures must be taken to provide more 
revenue than is anticipated. Some Republican leaders, apprehensive of additional 
taxation on the eve of an election, are urging further bond issues. Secretary 
Mellon is opposed to anything of the kind on the ground that money obtained 
from such issues will be taken out of capital available for business. The deficit 
on June 30 last amounted to $900,000,000; it is expected to be much more this 
yéar. Under the circumstances, it is probable that a strong drive in behalf of 
an increase of taxation will be made during the coming session. Progressive 
leaders are demanding an increase in the income tax, applying only to the higher 
brackets. Conservatives want the exemption limit reduced so as to make the 
tax increase general. Members of the Services will be interested in the legisla- 
tion enacted, since it is likely that more of them will be required to pay the in- 


come tax next year. 


First Two Christie Tanks Expected to Be Delivered This Month.—The office of 
the Chief of Ordnance has been notified that the first two of the seven Christie 
convertible wheel track tanks now being built for the Army by the American 
Wheel Track Layer Corporation will be delivered to Aberdeen Proving Ground, 
Md., for acceptance tests before the end of this month. 

After acceptance tests by the Ordnance Department these vehicles witl 
be apportioned between the Infantry and Cavalry (Mechanized) for service 
tests. It is probable that the tanks allotted to the Infantry will go to Ft. 
Benning, Ga., for tests while those for the Cavalry will go to whichever regi- 
ment is selected to be mechanized and take over the experimental work now 
being conducted by the Mechanized Force at Ft. Eustis, Va. 

One of the tanks, probably the first to be delivered, will be given a full 
acceptance test during the course of which it will have to perform successfully 
the following: Run 40 miles an hour on hard level roads on wheels for one hour; 
run 25 miles an hour on substantially level open terrain on tracks for 30 min- 
utes; ascend a 10 per cent slope on open terrain or cross country 100 yards 
long at 15 miles an hour on tracks; run 200 miles on wheels on hard roads 
within eight consecutive hours; run 120 miles on tracks on varied open terrain, 
cross country, within eight hours (latter two runs to be on consecutive days, 
open terrain will include some hills, turns, rough ground and mud). During 
these runs there must be no work on the vehicle other than putting on and 
taking off the tracks, lubrication, service and minor adjustments, not exceeding 
eight man hours between tests, and no engine overhauls or changing of en- 
gines. The test course will be by mutual agreement with the Chief of Ordnance 
as final judge. In addition the tank must run on tracks between the machine 
shops and the bombing field at Aberdeen and return (a distance of about 25 
miles) as fast as is consistent with the terrain in not exceeding three hours. 

If the first tank successfully passes these tests the succeeding vehicles will 
be required only to run on wheels on a hard paved road for 30 minutes at 40 
miles an hour; on tracks for 15 miles at 25 miles an hour, and then 75 miles 
on tracks over varied terrain in five hours. 

Six of the tanks will be driven, when operating without tracks, by a chain 
drive from the rear sprocket to the rear wheels, while the other will be gear 
driven to the rear wheel from the rear sprocket. 


Schedule of Naval Reserve Inspection Board.—The Naval Reserve Inspection 
Board will conduct annual inspections during the next two months in accordance 
with the following schedule: Sept. 28, Pittsburgh; Sept. 29, Erie; Sept. 30, Dun- 
kirk; Oct. 1, Buffalo; Oct. 6, Chicago, 5th Battalion; Oct. 7, Chicago, 14th Bat- 
talion; Oct. 8, Chicago, 6th Battalion; Oct. 12, Santa Cruz, 4th Division; Oct. 13, 
San Jose, 5th Division Oct. 14, Oakland, 6th Division; Oct. 15, San Francisco, 
Ist Battalion; Oct. 19, Santa Barbara, 6th Division; Oct. 20, San Diego, 1st Bat- 
talion; Oct. 21, Los Angeles, 2nd Battalion. 

The Naval Reserve Inspection Board receives numerous requests that cer- 
tain divisions or battalions be inspected on specific dates or within certain time 
limits. The board does not desire to discourage the submission of such legiti- 
mate requests, and especially so where they contain information to the effect 
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that other activities of personnel are contemplated or where the armory is en- 


‘gaged for other purposes which would interfere with the inspection. However, 


it is desired to point out that the purpose of annual inspection, or any inspection, 
is to insure a high standard of performance and training being maintained 
throughout the year. It is not desired that divisions and battalions be brought 
to a satisfactory state of training solely for passing inspection, and then allowed 
to retrograde until the next inspection is in sight.

Quantico Marines Present Desk to General Butler.—Maj. Gen. Smedley’D. Butler 
was loudly cheered Sept. 15 by 2,000 Marines and 500 ex-service men as he entered 
the Quantico gymnasium to receive a surprise gift of a thousand dollar mahogany 
cesk presented by the officers and enlisted men to General and Mrs. Butler. 
General and Mrs. Butler were met at the door by a delegation of senior officers 
and enlisted men who escorted the general to the platform while the crowd sang 
Hail, Hail, the Gang’s All Here.” Brig. Gen. Randolph C. Berkeley made the 
presentation speech as the crowd sang “Sweet Adeline,” Butler’s favorite, and a 
Marine Corps hymn. 

General Butler said: “I am overcome with surprise and gratitude, your ex- 
pression of loyalty and friendship will never be forgotten. For 33 years and 
three months I have been a Marine and I shall be a Marine until I answer the 
last roll call on earth. My retirement merely means that wherever I may be I 
will always be ready to help the man who wore the uniform. Boost the Army 
and Navy but remember our glorious traditions and our history as the finest 
body of fighting men in the world. We are always first to fight. We advance 
or die but never surrender. We are the only organization on earth that is al- 
lowed by Congress to write our name on the American Flag. Our name is there 
because we wrote it there with our blood. Pacifists may try to take our arms, 
Communists may try to steal our food and clothes but don’t forget that more 
than three hundred thousand red-blooded ex-marine veterans stand like a stone 
wall between America and the wolves that are snapping at her throat. I close 
with one request, men, and that is the this: Fight like hell but don’t cry when 
you are licked.”

Senator Fletcher Favors Air and Gas Developments.—Senator Duncan U. 
Fletcher (Democrat of Florida), a member of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, this week declared that he is in favor of spending less money on battle- 
ships and concentrating more on the development of military aviation and chemi- 
cal warfare. He expressed the opinion that the future wars will stress the use 
of aircraft and air-carried poisonous gases. 

“I am not pretending by any means,” the Senator said, “to be a naval au- 
thority but I think it would be the part of national wisdom for this Government 
to concentrate more attention on these later phases of national defense, the 
possibility of attacks in various ways by means of the vehicles of the air, than 
by wasting so much money, as we are today, on the capital ships of whose future 
usefulness there is so much doubt in the world. 

“Of course, nobody wants war. The sentiment of this country is peaceful 
toward all other governments on earth. But we have to be prepared and we 
should be prepared mainly in the direction from which the worst blows may 
be struck. 

“There is a natural repulsion to the use of poisonous gas because of the 
inherent danger of it to whole communities, to women and children and other 
non-combatants, but other governments are talking about the future develop- 
ment of such attacks and the American Government should be prepared to cope 
with such emergencies and there should be restriction of use of such gas, if at 
all, to actual fields of combat. 

“There is'no use going on wasting money on great capital ships that may 
be obsolete in the very near future. The maintenance of these great expensive 
vessels, the great battleships of today, constitute a tax burden under which the 
world powers stagger, more particularly abroad, I believe that cruisers are nec- 
essary but the battleships expenses here and in the fleets of the foreign naval 
powers, could be cut down with resulting relief to the tax-overburdened peoples 


of the world.” 


General Lassiter Turns Command of Hawaiian Department Over to General 
Wells.—Actual command of the Hawaiian Department passed from Maj. Gen. 
William Lassiter to Maj. Gen. Briant H. Wells at 11 o’clock the morning of Sept. 
15. General Lassiter, who retires for age Sept. 30, sailed Sept. 15 from Hawaii 
by the USAT St. Mihiel, which is due in San Francisco Sept. 21. 

At 8:45 a. m. on his last day in Hawaii General Lassiter called on Governor 
Judd and at 9:20 he called on Rear Adm. Yates Stirling, jr., commanding the 14th 
Naval District. Governor Judd returned the call at 10 a. m. and Admiral Stirling 
at 10:25. At 11 a. m. General Lassiter turned over the command to General Wells 
and then received the Brigade, Post and Regimental commanders and the Staff 
of the Department Headquarters in the Department Library at Ft. Shafter. He

Progress in Porto Rico 
"THE additional progress which Porto 

Rico made. during the last fiscal 
year is described by. Gov. Theodore 
Roosevelt in his annual report. While 
conditions in the island have im- 
proved, the situation continues bad, 
and the Governor makes clear that 
further assistance is needed from the 
United States in order to maintain 
and develop the important welfare 
work which he inaugurated. 


For the first time in 17 years, an 
actual treasury surplus was achieved, 
the banks are in much better position 
than they were the preceding year, 
and there are better prospects for the 
sugar crop. Fruit, tobacco and coffee 
crops have had bad years, and as cof- 
fee predicates a forest, Colonel 
Roosevelt describes the steps taken to 
rehabilitate the coffee farms leveled 
by the great cyclone and their refores- 
tration. The pressing need of the lat- 
jer is shown by the decreased size of 
streams, and water, of course, is the 
life of the island. Colonel Roosevelt 
has devoted much of his effort to the 
establishment of natives on small 
farms and improvement in the condi- 
tion of the small farmer. His work 
in this direction deserves widespread 
knowledge and the hearty approval of 
the nation. 


Health conditions have been im- 
proved. Through the establishment of 
milk stations, children, little more 
than skeletons when entered upon the 
service, have bloomed to health. With- 
out the stations, Colonel Roosevelt 
says that an appalling number of 
babies would have died. Practical ed- 
ucation has been developed, schools 
have been extended, and tribute is paid 
to the unselfish women who are effi- 
ciently serving as school teachers and 
instructing their charges in sanitary 
living. The Navy Department is ap- 
pealed to to consummate arrange- 
ments whereby an insular broadcast- 
ing station can be operated in con- 
nection with the Naval Radio Station 
at Cayey. In addition, Colonel Roose- 
velt wants receiving sets for the va- 
rious schools, in order to educate the 
people and provide them with essen- 
tial social contact. 


High praise is given the Bureau of 
Commerce and Industry, whose ef- 
forts have maintained Porto Rican 
trade in spite of the world-wide de- 
pression. Regarding the assistance 
received from Washington, Colonel 
Rosevelt, among other things, says: 
“The War Department loaned us per- 
sonnel, without which it would have 
been difficult to operate. The Navy 
Department furnished personnel and 
airplanes for the purpose of making 
a photographic map, which will be 
used to great advantage in our work 
on the soil survey of the island.” In 
a reference to President Hoover’s visit 
to the island, Colonel Roosevelt speaks 
of its great importance to the people 
and future of the territory. 

It is evident that Colonel Roosevelt 
is doing a great work, and that he 
is serving not merely as a political 
governor but as a wise and consider- 
ate friend of the population. His 
transfer to the Philippines will enlarge 
his opportunities but will be a matter 
of sincere regret to the Porto Ricans 
for whom he has labored so ably and 
so well.

REA ADM. EUGENE H. C. 
LEUTZE, USN, ret., who died 
September 15 of a complication of dis- 
eases at the age of 83 in the Naval 
Hospital at Brooklyn, N. Y., after an 
illness of several months was buried 
September 17 in Arlington Cemetery, 
Washington, 

Admiral Leutze, who served in some 
of the most famous battles in Ameri- 
can history, was buried with simple 
ceremonies, in compliance with his re- 
quest that the “pomp and ritual” of 
burial befiitting his rank be eliminated. 

In the course of his naval career 
of nearly 50 years Rear Admiral 
Leutze commanded some of the best- 
known vessels of the Navy, including 
the famous Monitor, called the 
“cheese-box on a raft,” and the Alert, 
in whose cabin the Cuban treaty was 
signed. 

Admiral Leutze was born in Prus- 
sia, appointed to Annapolis in 1863 by 
President Lincoln, and served in the 
Navy until 1909, when he reached the 
compulsory retirement age. He was 
made captain in 1901 and a rear ad- 
miral in 1907. 

The Navy Department commended 
him for his work as commander of the 
U. S. S. Monterey in aiding Admiral 
Dewey at Manilla Bay.

Comptroller General Decisions 

A-37075. (S) Pay—Longevity—Re- 
tired emergency 
Militia Service. Veterans’ Administra- 
tion—Retired emergency officer. Ser- 
vice in the Organized Militia for the 
purpose of credit for longevity in- 
crease of pay to persons on the Emer- 
gency Officers’ Retired List, created 
by the act of May 24, 1928, 45th Stat. 
735, is required to be established by 
the official records of the organization 
in which service is claimed, now in the 
custody of the proper State officer, 
and evidenced by a certificate in de- 
tail of the State Adjutant General that 
the records of his office show the ser- 
vice stated in the certificate. Where 
the official records of the State do 
not show the claimed service, affi- 
davits by persons claiming to have 
knowledge of the service will nof be 
accepted to establish the rendition of 
service for the purpose of longevity 
credit if such affidavits are filed with 
the General Accounting Office, nor 
will a certificate by a State Adjutant 
General, based on such affidavits filed 
with him, be accepted to establish the 
service claimed. 

A-37464. .(S) Retainer Pay—Mem- 
bers of Fleet Naval Reserve. A deter- 
mination by the Bureau of Navigation 
on June 19, 1931, that the “general 
average is 95.013” with respect to the 
conduct of an enlisted man transferred 
to the Fleet Naval Reserve after more 
than 20 years’ service on Jan. 3, 1922, 
at which time of transfer the average 
mark in conduct of the man for his 
more than 20 years of service was de- 
termined by the Navy Department to 
be 95 per centum, is ineffective to en- 
title the transferred member to any 
increase in retainer pay on the basis 
that his average mark in conduct for 
20 years or more preceding his trans- 
fer was not less than 95 per centum 
of the maximum. The determination 
made by the Navy Department at the 
time of transfer of an enlisted man to 
the Fleet Naval Reserve with respect 
to the amount of his service to date of 
transfer, is required by the act of May 
23, 1930, 46 Stat. 375, to be accepted 
as a basis for computing the trans- 
ferred member’s retainer pay. 

A-38173. (S) Property—Private— 

Lost in the Military Service. The 
right to have private property moved 
on permanent change of station does 
not constitute transportation under 
the act of March 4, 1921, 41 Stat. 1436, 
and where a private mount of an offi- 
cer of the Army is injured at the 
place where it is habitually main- 
tained, before it has been moved with 
a view of shipment, it is not within 
the purview of the statute entitling 
to reimbursement. 
_A-29701. Pay—Longevit y—Re- 
tired Emergency Officer—Army En- 
listed Service in Cuba Claimed as 
Double Time—Organized Militia Serv- 
ice. A former World War emergency 
officer, placed on the separate officers’ 
retired list of the Army under the act 
of May 24, 1928, 45 Stat. 375, is not 
entitled, in the computation of his re- 
tired pay, to have credited as double 
time the service as an enlisted man in 
the Army claimed to have been render- 
ed by him in Cuba from Aug. 8, 1898, 
to May 7, 1899. A certificate of the Ad- 
jutant General of a State National 
Guard that the files in his office “in- 
dicate” a former World War emer- 
gency officer served as a first lieu- 
tenant in the State National Guard of 
his State from July 20, 1905, to Aug. 
10, 1906, will not be accepted as a 
basis for crediting such alleged Na- 
tional Guard commissioned service in 
the computation of the former emer- 
gency officer’s retired pay on the sep- 
arate emergency officers’ retired list 
of the Army, under the act of May 24, 
1928, 45 Stat. 375, where it has been 
established by independent inquiry 
that the first available official record 
of commissioned service by the former 
emergency officer in the said State 
National Guard is dated July 2, 1906, 
and that there is no official record 
that the former emergency officer had 
either an enlisted or commissioned 
status in the said State National 
Guard during 1905.

Status of Merchant Marine 


AN interesting digest of the state of 

the American merchant marine to- 
day was given by Commissioner S. S. 
Sandberg, of the United States Ship- 
ping Board, in a paper presented to 
Pacific Foreign Trade Council in Oak- 
land, Calif., September 17. 

“As regards a merchant marine,” 
stated Mr. Sandberg, “America has ar- 
rived. We now have ships in services 
on the average comparable to those 
of any maritime nation.” 

Our total fleet is exceeded by only 
that of Great Britain, it was declared. 
However, in vessels which might be 
armed and used by the Navy in time 
of war, sea-going steam and motor 
vessels of 2,000 tons and over, we 
have 2,045 vessels against 3,054 for 
Britain, it is revealed. 

Mr. Sandberg urged that we keep 
pace with other maritime nations of 
the world. Trade, shipping, and na- 
tional defense are so closely inter- 
related that they cannot be separated, 
he said. As shipping is indispensable 
to the welfare of the nation from the 
standpoint of proper trade relations 
and our position as a first-class naval 
power, we must continue to build 
ships to strengthen this trinity, he de- 
clared. 

Extracts from Mr. Shandberg’s ad- 
dress, giving the strength of the 
American merchant marine follow: 

“The American merchant marine in- 
cludes a total of 25,000 vessels of five 
tons and over aggregating 16 million 
gross tons. This total fleet is made 
up of 6,100 steam vessels of 12,800,- 
000 gross tons; 12,000 motor vessels 
of one million tons; 1,500 sailing ves- 
sels of 800,000 tons and 5,400 unrigged 
vessels of 1,400,000 tons. This fleet 
furnishes employment for 203,000 
men. 

“A segregation by sizes shows that 
the total fleet contains 14,000 vessels 
of less than 100 gross tons; 8,100 ves- 
sels between 100 and 1,000 tons; 800 
vessels between 1,000 and 2,000 tons. 
and over. 

“Our total fleet is exceeded by only 
that of Great Britain and, in the high- 
est class of sea-going steam and motor 
vessels of 2,000 tons and over, we 
have 2,045 vessels as against 3,054 
owned by Great Britain. Japan ranks 
next with 635 vessels in this class, fol- 
lowed by Norway with 585, Germany 
with 575, France with 548, Italy with 
537 and the Netherlands with 477. 

“In 1930, our foreign commerce in- 
eluded the services of nearly 5,000 
vessels of 24 million gross tons, flying 
the flags of 30 countries. Of this 
great fleet, 4,320 ships of 22 million 
tons participated in our overseas and 
nearby ocean borne foreign trade and 
607 vessels of 2,000,000 gross tons 
were employed in Great Lakes foreign 
trade. In the ocean trades, 1,334 
American flag vessels of 6,200,000 
tons participated, while vessels of 29 
foreign nations also engaged in these 
trades numbered 2,986 of 15,800,000 
tons.” 

“The United States has become the 
greatest exporting nation in the world. 
For the past 10 years we have been 
carrying one-third of our commerce in 
our ships which is more than we have 
carried in any like period in 60 years.” 

“Our experience in developng routes 
and services has demonstrated the 
need for modern ships to fit the trend 
of today and we in America are meet- 
ing that need by building new tonnage 
and modernizing existing tonnage 
with the result that 18 new vessels 
have been completed and 23 are under 
construction, aggregating nearly one- 
half million gross tons. In addition, 
orders have been placed for 19 vessels 
of 157,000 gross tons for reconstruc- 
tion and modernization of which 13 
have been completed and six are being 
rebuilt at this time.”

Financial Digest 


LTHOUGH the market over the 

past few days has shown little to 
indicate a change in the bearish trend, 
it does appear, however, that greater 
resistance may develop shortly by 
stocks which have been most severely 
depressed during the current setback, 
the E. A. Pierce & Co.’s stock letters 
predict. 

“It would not be surprising should 
a period of stabilization develop short- 
ly with little progress made in either 
direction,” it is said. 

“It has been frequently shown in the 
past that after an extended and con- 
tinuous decline for a considerable pe- 
riod the initial rally is short-lived and 
makes little progress before the de- 
cline is resumed. The second rally un- 
der such conditions generally proves 
more impressive and, consequently, 
greater importance from the trading 
standpoint will likely be attached to 
signs of another upturn.” 

“The decline on recent days in mar- 
ket valuation of American Interna- 
tional Corporation 5%s, 1949, has 
brought the yield to maturity in ex- 
cess of 8%,” a recent letter states. 
“Interim reports have not been pub- 
lished, but at the end of 1930 the com- 
pany had cash and call loans outstand- 
ing totaling $11,876,520, whereas the 
issue, based on last night’s close, was 
selling at the market for $17,575,000. 
Taking marketable securities at their 
market values as of Dec. 31, 1930, net 
assets applicable to this issue were 
equivalent to $1,891 per $1,000 bond. 
The portfolio, based on last statement, 
was well diversified between bonds, pre- 
ferred and common stocks of represet- 
ative corporations.”

in 1901. He was selected for the con- 
struction corps of the Navy in 1903 
and sent to the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, at Boston, for 
post-graduate work in naval architec- 
ture. He completed his work with a 
degree of master of science in 1906 
and was assigned to duty at the Brok- 
lyn Navy Yard, where he remained 
until 1910. He was then ordered to 
Washington and assigned to the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair of the 
Navy, where he remained until 1915. 

During this time he was in charge 
of designing new naval vessels. In 
the following two years, Mr. Ackerson 
served at Mare Island Navy Yard and 
at the entrance of the United States 
into the World War he was recalled 
to Washington to resume his duties in 
the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair. 

During the war, Mr. Ackerson was 
loaned by the Navy to the Shipping 
Board to act as consultant on technical 
matters pertaining to ship design and 
construction. He was closely associ- 
ated with Charles M. Schwab, Charles 
Piez and other well known figures in 
the Government’s emergency ship- 
building enterprise. At the conclusion 
of this service, Mr. Ackerson resigned 
from the Navy to accept a position 
with the Winchester Arms Co., but 
shortly returned to the shipbuilding 
industry to head the shipbuilding ac- 
tivities of W. Averill Harriman. 

He was in charge of the Merchant 
Shipbuilding Corporation at Chester, 
Pa., during the liquidation of the or- 
ganization, after which he spent a 
year in South America for the Harri- 
man interests. In 1922 Mr. Ackerson 
was recalled and placed in charge of 
the Merritt, Chapman, Scott Co., a 
large salvage concern. Here he ef- 
fected a complete reorganization and 
remained until 1927. He was then 
sent to Marion, Ohio, by the Harri- 
mans to reorganize the Marion Steam 
Shovel Co. In February, 1930, Mr. 
Ackerson came to Washington to as- 
sume the place he filled at the time of 
his death. 

Mr. Ackerson was married April 2, 
1908, to Martha Austin Buist, of 
Charleston, S. C. He was a member 
of the Society of Naval Architects and 
Marine Engineers, Chi Phi social fra- 
ternity, the Army and Navy Club, the 
Chevy Chase Country Club, and the 
Racquet Club of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Ac rson is survived by his 
widow, Mn Martha B. Ackerson, and 
his mother, Mrs. John Monroe.

Camp Murray, Ft. Lewis, Wash.— 
The following circular has been issued 
by Brig. Gen. Maurice Thompson, Ad- 
jutant General of Washington: 

“1, The attention of all officers is 
called to the alarming loss during the 
past few months, through theft and 
burglary, of caliber .45 automatic pis- 
tols. Recently, two different armories 
have been broken into and the arms 
rack of each relieved of the entire 
stock of pistols. Numerous reports 
have been made of pistols having been 
stolen from arms racks during the 
time the racks were unlocked for the 
issue or return of firearms. These 
stolen pistols are not being disposed 
of in pawn shops or similar places, 
and it is evident that the thefts are 
not for the immediate purpose of rais- 
ing money. 

“9, The condition of lawlessness 
throughout the country at the present 
time makes it imperative that all offi- 
cers who are responsible for Govern- 
ment property, either directly or indi- 
rectly, take the utmost precautions in 
the storage, issue and care of all fire- 
arms within their organizations, to pre- 
vent these weapons from getting into 
the hands of those who would use 
them for unlawful purposes. 

“3, It is directed that all officers of 
the National Guard directly responsi- 
ble for firearms, and all higher com- 
manders, take special measures to in- 
sure that the manner of storage and 
use of firearms within their respective 
units precludes the possibility of the 
firearms getting into the possession of 
unauthorized persons.”
